REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. Claims 1 , 3 - 24 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach or suggest, in combination with the claimed elements of Claim 
1 , a resistance assembly with a bearing assembly capable of being moved radially 
relative to an axis of rotation to move a pin laterally to allow a roller to avoid a base to 
open or close the switch assembly. In Claim 10, the combination of limitations including 
"a lever connected to said at lest switch assembly,- a shaft connecting each of the 
levers, pin connected to one of the levers and resistance member connected to second 
end of the pin, the resistance member contacting the base" define the claim over the art 
of record and for Claim 21 the combination of limitations together with "a resistance 
member connected to said second end of said pin, said resistance member contacting a 
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first leg of said base when said lever rotates to move said switch assembly between 
open or closed positions, thereby preventing accidental movement of said switch 
assembly." define the claim over the art of record.
